GOVERNOR HYDE AND JUDGE 
SHAIN. 
While it is true that it is hard to un­ 
derstand the workings of a governor’s 
mind, recent events have shown that 
he who would seek to know the whys 
and wherefores of the cogitations of 
Governor Hyde that resulted in his ac­ 
tion in eliminating Judge H. B. Shain 
from the circuit bench, would find con­ 
fronting him an enigma as difficult to 
solve as any of those that have come 
down to us from the days of the Egyp­ 
tian mystics. 
The law under which the governor 
was permitted to name new 
circuit 
judges for the reorganized, or newiy 
created circuits, expressly stipulated 
that present holders of the judgeships 
should be reappointed—that when but 
one incumbent resided in a newly cre­ 
ated circuit he should receive the ap­ 
pointment and that when two or more 
wrere in one district one of them should 
j 
be selected. The governor appeared to 
have permitted this interpretation to 
have governed his selections in all the 
circuits except this, thus showing that 
behind the action here there must 
have been a motive, personal or politi­ 
cal, strong enough to cause him to ig­ 
nore the will of the people wTho had 
chosen Judge Shain to the position for 
a distinctly defined term of years, 
flaunt the spirit of the law under 
which he was acting, and administer a 
blow to a faithful and competent pub­ 
lic official and good citizen as unjust 
as it was undeserved. 
It seems to be an unquestioned fact 
that Judge Shain’s record on the 
bench for the ten years in which he 
has served is unblemished and unas­ 
sailable. The Pettis County Bar, as 
strong a body of attorneys as is in the 
state, is of one mind in this opinion. 
Litigants have found no fault with his 
judicial acts and the 
higher 
courts 
have upheld his judgments with an un­ 
animity almost unparalleled in the le­ 
gal history of the state. 
As a citizen Judge Shain measures 
up with the best in ideals, purpose and 
action True, he is human, as are all 
of us, but if ever any man embodied in 
himself the fundamental principles 
and patriotic purposes of the republic, 
he does. 
And this no one can deny. 
No man in Missouri, or in the United 
States for that matter, gave greater 
service or devotion to country during 
the great war than he. 
At the outbreak of hostilities, over 
age as he was, he sought active serv­ 
ice in the army, willing to leave his 
h'qh position as circuit judge, if by so 
doing he could go to the front. 
And 
he never abandoned this desire until 
the highest military authority gave 
final negative answer. 
His home in Sedalia from the first 
call to arms was one of those whose 
Service Flag represented IOO per cent 
under the colors. Two volunteer sons 
and one volunteer son-in-law, all in 
the family old enough to serve, were 
among the first to go and the last to 
return. 
The two sons saw all there 
was of the war in its most terrible as­ 
pects, one on the seas and the other in 
the thickest of the fighting in France. 
And at home Judge Shain did his 
part in all efforts to stand back of the 
boys who were doing the fighting. Red 
Cross drives, Y. M. C. A. solicitations, 
bond selling and bond buying, found 
him always at the front, leading and 
encouraging our people in meeting the 
calls of the government. 
Intensely American, he demanded 
that all others should be likewise and 
never hesitated to denounce the pro- 
German, the slacker, the draft dodger 
and all others who fell short of whole­ 
hearted loyalty to the nation’s cause. 
For this he made enemies. 
But they 
were enemies of whom any man might 
w ell be proud. Can it be that now, af­ 
ter the war is over and the victory 
w on, that these very enemies have suc­ 
ceeded in getting the ear of the gover­ 
nor of the great State of Missouri and 
through sinister influences have per­ 
suaded him to an action that he him­ 
self can not but realize is unworthy 
the high position he holds? It is hard 
to believe this but what other explana­ 
tion is there for an act so unprecedent­ 
ed, so unfair and so completely with­ 
out reason or justification? 
Very fortunately, through the fil­ 
ing of the referendum petition Satur­ 


day, the going into effect of the law* 
by which the n e w 
circuits were creat­ 
ed a n d the appointments of the judges 
vested in the Governor, is delayed un­ 
til the people of the state shall pass 
upon it at the polls and therefore the 
wilful discrimination exercised against 
Judge Shain will avail nothing as he 
will continue on the bench until the 
decision 
of the 
ballot is rendered. 
Nevertheless a great many people 
would like to know wThat animus di­ 
rected the governor's action.
